It was in the year 174 2 that Da- 
vid Bushnell, the inventor, was 
bom. He flrat saw Itsbt of day on 
hie father's farm at Weetbrook. In- 
fornation about him la aearce, and 
not always reliable. However, we 
know that he stay.'d on his latlicr's 
farm until ho was .'7 years old. H's 
father died in ITHit. and sliortly af- 
terward David Bunhnell entered Yale 
College. In those days boys enter- 
ed college at an early age — general- 
ly abont 14 or IB years old, but this 
taet did not dctrr Mr. UuRhnell from 
reglsterinK. Hl' 27. hut lie 

wasn't too old to U-arn. 

The idea of Ihv sulimarinc boat 
leeniH to be with him early in his 
college life, the Hartford Courant 
• t il Uf^ , fart hirM nothtgg abOBT ff 
natil after graduation. The flrst 
' step he took, after receiving the 
mnch oviMi'il diploma, was to prove 
that powder would explode under 
wafer!'

When asked what he was doing that 
for, he replied that he always liad 
III clear the brush on his father's 
farm.

Just now the prlSC Of paper is 
soaring, due In part tO Increased cost 
of manufacture, but largely to de- 
mand.' ^fT^tll^ffiia^^ triade oondi- 
tionb »aiiad»^dw#-1#^ 'i >iaanai a are 
printing catalogs and other an- 
nouncements with a result that pa- 
per is selling for twice what it 
irought six months ago. Kven i: 
the preapMr'-Mgh price* eqneems are 
ordering a year's supply of office 
nattonery and- envelopes, when a 
sin mon^w* supply would be reason- 
ibly safe and help bring supply %nd 
demand together. A most excellent 
suggestion is made by George F 
Lord, advertising manager of a very 
large company, who slates that his 
ooncem had intended to double the 
stoe of their house organ with 200.- 
000 circulation per month, but will 
aot do so at present, in order not to 
disturb the paper situation. They 
also have adopted half-.«i/e i.iter- 
heuds for all short letters, and are 
rarryiiig out the same principle in 
all their printed matter.
